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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

In  the  past  few  years  the  Finance  Committee  has  tried  to 
estimate  the  tax  rate  in  time  for  publication  in  the  Town 
Report.  We  are  unable  to  do  so  this  year,  as  some  of  the 
figures  necessary  are  not  available  at  this  time.  We  will 
endeavor  to  have  an  estimate  ready  in  time  for  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

The  total  budget  at  present  amounts  to  $131,075.40  as 
compared  to  last  year’s  total  appropriation  of  $128,907.31.  This 
would  indicate  a tax  rate  roughly  the  same  as  last  year. 
However  last  year  $8000.00  was  transferred  from  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  Account  for  the  purpose  of  lowering  the  tax 
rate.  If  this  is  done  this  year,  we  feel  it  should  be  done  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  not  at  a special  town  meeting.  We  do 
have  a healthy  balance  of  $59,748.87  in  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account  as  of  December  31,  1955. 

The  largest  increases  in  budget  estimates  this  year  are  in 
the  School  Department  and  Department  of  Veterans’  Services. 
The  school  budget  shows  a gross  increase  of  $4,544.31.  Of  this 
amount  $4,538.00  is  in  teacher’s  salaries.  The  Director  of 
Veterans’  Services  has  submitted  an  estimate  for  the  year  of 
$4,000.00,  an  increase  of  $1,500.00  over  last  year’s  estimate 
of  $2,500.00. 

There  is  also  a decrease  of  about  $1,500.00  in  Estimated 
Receipts  for  the  year,  which  has  a direct  unfavorable  bearing 
on  the  tax  rate.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  continues  to  be  in  good  financial  condition  at 
the  present  time;  the  outstanding  debts  being  the  School 
Heating  System  and  the  Fire  Station.  The  1956  Welfare  budget 
calls  for  no  increase  in  the  aid  to  Dependent  Children,  General 
Relief  Account,  and  Disability  Account.  There  will  be  a 
decrease  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Account  and  an  increase  in 
the  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  Account. 

During  the  past  year  the  Railroad  was  ordered  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  to  install  modern  Warning 
Signals  at  the  Padelford  Street  crossing. 

The  Town  Hall  exterior  was  painted;  also  some  repairs 
were  made  to  the  foundation  and  connecting  buildings.  Again, 
we  are  asking  for  a small  increase  in  the  Town  Hall  Account 
to  repair  the  ceiling. 

We  recommend  that  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  be  made  available  for  the  construction  and 
oiling  of  Bryant  Street. 

At  this  time,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all 
who  have  co-operated  with  us  in  the  conducting  of  the  Town’s 
business.

*A  word  must  be  said  about  dog  licenses.  Here  is  an  item 
on  which  prices  have  not  increased  in  the  memory  of  the  oldest 
inhabitant;  $2  for  a male,  $5  for  a female  unless  a veterinarian’s 
certificate  is  presented  saying  that  a spaying  operation  has 
been  performed,  in  which  case  the  female  is  $2.  And  yet 
there  seems  to  be  an  increasing  number  of  dog  owners  who 
actuallv  wait  until  the  dog  officer  comes  knocking  at  their 
door  following  the  obligations  of  his  warrant,  before  they  pay 
their  licenses.  Perhaps  if  the  state  hears  enough  of  this  diffi- 
culty the  fees  will  be  increased.  To  show  the  very  small  number 
of  people  who  licensed  their  dogs  on  or  before  the  1955  due 
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date,  April  1,  1955,  I have  placed  a * against  their  names. 
There  are  26  of  these.  About  an  equal  number  of  people 
obtained  their  licenses  shortly  after  this  date,  and  with  that 
there  can  be  no  quarrel.  This  means  that  about  three-fourths 
of  the  dog  owners  delay  too  long  in  obtaining  licenses,  and 
this  is  a situation  which  should  be  corrected.

STATE  AUDIT  REPORT 

Summary  of  Essential  Features,  Published  by  Town  Clerk,  in 
Accordance  with  the  Requirements  of  Section  40, 

Chapter  44,  General  Laws.

State  House,  Boston,  Massachusetts 

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the 
period  from  October  18,  1953,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  March  26,  1955,  and  submit  the  following 
report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  books  and 
records  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
town  funds  or  sending  out  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified. 

General  ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  the  charges 
against  appropriations  were  checked,  the  appropriation  ac- 
counts were  compared  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town 
meetings,  and  a balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  on  March  26,  1955  was  prepared  and  is  appended 
to  this  report. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  appended  balance  sheet,  there 
are  several  appropriations  which  have  been  overdrawn  in  1953 
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and  1954,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  and  it  is  recommended  that  pro- 
vision be  made  for  these  accounts. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  to  furnish  them 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  departmental  payments  to 
the  treasurer  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with 
the  selectmen’s  warrants,  the  cash  book  footings  were  verified, 
and  the  cash  balance  on  March  26,  1955  was  proved  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received  from 
the  banks  of  deposit,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  and 
transfers  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  compared  with  the  collectors  records,  the  re- 
ported redemptions  and  sales  of  tax  possessions  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  foreclosures  were  verified, 
and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and 
compared  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous 
examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists, 
were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  assessors’  warrants.  The 
collections  as  recorded  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified,  the  recorded  abatements  were  com- 
pared with  the  assessors’  abatement  records,  the  transfers  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mail- 
ing notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies 
received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 
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It  is  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to  secure  a prompt 
settlement  of  the  delinquent  taxes  and  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  which  date  back  to  1950,  as  there  are  sufficient 
remedies  under  the  tax  laws  by  which  a collector  of  taxes 
may  clear  the  warrants  committing  taxes  and  excise  for  col- 
lection. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  select- 
men and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  by  the  police  and  fire  de- 
partments, were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to  the 
State  and  to  the  town  treasurer  being  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  records  of 
all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  com- 
mitting bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  verified. 

It  is  urged  that  the  amounts  expended  by  the  town  for 
veterans’  services  be  certified  to  the  State  promptly  as  required 
by  Section  6,  Chapter  115,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  in 
order  that  the  town  may  receive  the  reimbursements  to  which 
it  is  entitled. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  bal- 
ance sheet,  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s 
cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise, 
tax  title,  tax  possession  and  departmental  accounts,  together 
with  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust 
and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

In  addition  to  the  usual  votes  accepting  reports  of  town 
officials,  authorizing  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  revenue, 
setting  salaries  of  elected  town  officials,  and  authorizing  the

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SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  SEPTEMBER  19,  1955

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING,  SEPTEMBER  29,  1955 

No  appropriations  were  voted  at  this  meeting,  and  not  as 
many  voters  attended  it,  coming  as  it  did  closely  following  the 
meeting  of  September  19;  however,  a very  important  action  was 
voted  by  the  town,  in  accepting  the  provisions  of  law  relative 
to  the  subdivision  control  law,  to  be  administered  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Also  voted  at  this  meeting  was  an  extension  of  time  to  the 
Grammar  School  Building  Committee  in  which  to  make  a re- 
port; they  were  given  until  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1956, 
a partial  report  being  read  at  this  meeting. 


The  town  has  indeed  been  fortunate  that  no  legal  actions 
have  taken  place  as  a result  of  some  of  the  votes  passed  at 
town  metings.  Too  many  motions  are  loosely  worded  when 
offered.  Such  motions  as  ‘‘to  accept  the  article”  or  “to  vote  in 
favor  of  the  article”  do  not  mean  much  when  they  are  seri- 
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ously  considered.  In  these  cases  it  has  been  assumed  that  the 
maker  of  the  motion  means  that  he  is  in  favor  of  doing  what- 
ever the  article  proposes,  as  the  article  itself  was  accepted  by 
the  selectmen  and  placed  on  the  warrant,  otherwise  no  action 
would  be  taken  on  it.  A motion  should  state  plainly  what  the 
maker  of  the  motion  proposes  to  be  done,  based  on  the  con- 
tents of  the  article  in  the  warrant.  Also  to  be  remembered  is 
that  salaries  voted  at  any  annual  town  meeting  are  effective 
as  of  that  date,  unless  the  vote  specifically  states  that  any 
increases  given  are  retroactive;  they  may  be  made  retroactive 
to  January  1 of  the  year  in  which  the  vote  is  passed,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  108  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  which 
includes  the  following  words:  “The  salary  and  compensation 

of  all  elected  officers  of  a town  shall  be  fixed  annually  by  vote 
of  the  town  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law  and  may  be 
made  effective  from  January  first  if  the  town  so  votes.”

BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

As  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Registrars  of 
Voters  took  the  state  census  in  addition  to  their  regular  street 
listing  in  1955. 

The  net  census  count  when  returned  corrected  to  the  town 
clerk’s  office  shows  a total  of  1,372  population  of  Berkley  as 
of  January  1,  1955. 

This  is  a gain  of  88  over  the  1950  census  total  of  1,284, 
and  represents  a 7%  increase  in  population  in  a five  year 
period;  the  rate  for  the  state  as  a whole  is  a little  over  3 % in 
the  same  time.

As  your  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  I submit  the  follow- 
ing report  for  the  year  of  1955: 
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During  the  year  of  1955  another  Tank  Fire  Truck  was 
added  to  the  Berkley  Fire  Department,  this  addition  is  a 1947 
two-ton  Chevrolet  equipped  with  a 600  gallon  water  tank  and 
a new  Wisconsin  Portable  Pumper  mounted  on  a rear  platform. 

The  fire  extinguishers  in  the  school  and  the  Berkley  church 
were  inspected  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  of  1955  there  were  a total  of  31  fire  calls 
answered  by  the  Fire  Department;  14  brush  and  grass  fires, 
17  building  (including  chimney  fires)  and  2 calls  for  help 
outside  the  town. 

The  Fire  Department  was  called  upon  to  pump  out  8 
cellers  and  3 wells  last  fall  after  the  hard  rains  and  high 
winds. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents  of 
the  town  for  their  prompt  action  and  cooperation  with  the 
Fire  Department  and  also  call  their  attention  to  the  RED  NET 
FIRE  CALL  NUMBER  2-5354 — have  that  number  close  to 
your  telephone. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  and  all  others  who  have 
cooperated  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  COMMITTEE 

The  Berkley  Fire  Committee  was  formed  in  1953  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a new  fire  station  and  purchasing  a suit- 
able piece  of  fire  apparatus.  This  has  been  accomplished,  and 
the  Fire  Department,  under  Chief  Templeton,  has  been  revital- 
ized, and  now  has  an  active  and  efficient  force,  probably  the 
best  in  the  history  of  the  town. 

The  new  fire  truck  seems  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  fire 
station  has  proven  to  be  adequate,  economical  to  maintain, 
and  has  many  conveniences.  The  water  supply  is  piped  in 
from  the  gravel-packed  well  on  the  common. 

The  Committee,  feeling  its  mission  accomplished,  wishes 
to  disband  at  this  time.  The  balance  in  the  Fire  Apparatus 
account,  $26.43  will  return  to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Account,  if  so  voted  by  the  Town.  The  balance  in  the  Fire 
Station  Account,  $258.48,  being  borrowed  money,  cannot  go 
to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  until  the  loan  is  paid 
off  by  the  town.  It  can  be  transferred  to  an  account  for  a 
similar  purpose  by  a vote  of  the  town  if  the  need  arises.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Berkley 

A breakdown  of  the  expenditures  for  the  Library  and 
Memorial  Hall  indicates  that  25%  of  the  available  funds  was 
used  for  books  during  1955.  This  was  possible  as  no  major 
repairs  were  needed  during  the  year;  49%  of  the  funds  was  used 
for  maintenance  of  the  building,  21%  for  administrative 
services. 

With  the  increased  amount  available  for  books,  the  refer- 
ence library  for  elementary  and  secondary  school  students  was 
augmented. 

Water  from  the  town  supply  in  the  building  enabled  the 
committee  to  have  a line  run  into  the  pantry  so  that  there  is 
water  available  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.

THE  BERKLEY  PLANNING  BOARD 

December  12,  1955 

The  Berkley  Planning  Board  organized  itself  as  follows: 

Mrs.  Effie  Robbins,  Chairman 
Mr.  Elwell  H.  Perry,  Secretary 

Meetings  have  been  held  approximately  once  a month 
with  special  meetings  and  extra  get-togethers  and  trips. 

The  board  has  studied  the  coordination  of  its  regular 
operation  with  the  joint  effort  of  District  planning  and  decided 
against  joining  the  Regional  Board  at  this  time. 

The  Board  studied  extensively  and  then  recommended  to 
the  Town  Meeting,  the  adoption  of  Sub-Division  control  after 
discussing  it  with  townspeople  to  see  what  they  wanted. 

After  the  adoption  of  Sub-Division  control  by  the  Town, 
the  Board  studied  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  governing  of 
subdivision  of  land,  as  suggested  by  the  State,  and  after  some 
changes,  and  a public  hearing  on  same,  adopted  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  as  revised  and  registered  them  for  the  Control  of 
Sub  Division  of  land  in  Berkley. 

Mrs.  Robbins,  Chairman,  attended  District  (or  Regional) 
planning  seminars  and  meetings  to  assist  the  local  Board  to  be 
up  to  date  with  the  surrounding  areas  in  development. 

The  Board  supported  legislation  by  all  means  of  com- 
munication with  officials  and  members  attended  meetings  at 
the  State  House,  culminated  in  the  law  introduced  bv  Senator 
Dinis  which  created  Dighton  Rock  State  Park  in  Berkley  and 
protection  for  Dighton  Rock  Monument.  At  the  present  the 
Board  is  working  with  Legislators  to  introduce  new  legislation 
by  other  Senators  to  extend  the  park  and  its  facilities. 

A close  connection  was  kept  with  both  the  Berkley  Gram- 
mar School  Building  Committee  and  the  Regional  High  School 
Building  Committee  to  be  of  assistance  in  planning  as  much 
as  possible.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the  Berkley 
Grammar  School  needs  more  classrooms. 

Extensive  work  progressed  on  the  Town  Base  map  which 
already  shows  a substantial  increase  in  the  line  of  new  con- 
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struction  of  residences  in  Berkley.  This  map,  we  feel,  will  be 
of  great  help  in  the  future  to  many  agencies  of  the  Town. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board  that 

Berkley  should  adopt  local  ordinances  governing  the  width  of 
all  roads  in  the  Town  of  Berkley  and  that  all  roads  should  be 
fifty  feet  wide — (laid  out  fifty  feet  wide). 

Further  that  the  Town  should  survey  the  roads,  one  at  a 
time,  for  the  purpose  of  recording  the  roadways  and  lands  of 
Berkley. 

The  Board  feels  that  its  operation  has  been  somewhat 
hampered  by  the  lack  of  an  adequate  meeting  place  and 
requests  that  proper  permanent  space  be  provided.

As  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  account  seems  to  be  a puzzle 
to  many  voters,  I have  included  an  analysis  of  the  account  in 
this  year’s  report.  The  balance  of  this  account  at  the  end  of 
the  year  represents  the  town’s  surplus  revenue;  when  the  out- 
standing real  estate,  personal,  and  poll  taxes  are  deducted,  the 
resulting  balance  is  the  “free  cash”  in  the  treasury;  and,  as  cer- 
tified by  the  Director  of  Accounts  on  January  25,  1956,  after 
an  examination  of  the  town’s  balance  sheet,  is  $40,867.73.  As 
may  be  readily  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  “statement”,  the 
unusually  large  amount  of  unexpended  appropriation  balances, 
which  go  into  the  account  at  the  end  of  the  year  through  the 
revenue  account,  have  increased  the  balance  in  the  account 
to  a tremendously  greater  extent  than  in  other  years.  This  also 
in  spite  of  a deficit  in  the  “Estimated  Receipts”  account,  as  the 
collections  of  the  town  did  not  quite  reach  the  amount  used  by 
the  assessors  to  offset  the  1955  tax  rate. 

The  efficiency  of  the  treasurer’s  office  has  increased  con- 
siderably in  1955  because  of  the  addition  of  a part  time  clerk, 
Mrs.  Bernice  M.  Hogan  having  been  appointed  to  that  posi- 
tion following  the  1955  annual  town  meeting  when  the  appro- 
priation was  increased  to  provide  for  such  a clerk.

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  and  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton.  Parents  are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment 
about  sending  their  children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact 
that  school  is  in  session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all 
pupils  is  advisable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time 
to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those 
living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled 
to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or 
who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Regis- 
tration must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report.  Incorporated 
herein  is  the  report  of  the  Berkley  School  Committee,  the 
School  Nurse,  the  Supervisor  of  Music  and  a Report  by  the 
School  Doctor. 

Personnel 

Mr.  Thomas  L.  Warren  resigned  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  after  a little  more  than  one  year  of  service  to  accept 
a similar  position  in  Randolph. 

During  the  summer  months  it  was  unfortunate  that  we  lost 
such  teachers  as  Mrs.  Yvonne  McBreen,  Mrs.  Shirley  Hoey  and 
and  Mrs.  Lenore  Beynon.  However  we  were  able  to  find  fine 
replacements  for  them  in  Mrs.  Irene  Braunstein,  Mrs.  Martha 
Campbell  and  Mrs.  Florence  Harris. 

Despite  the  addition  of  a classroom  last  year  crowded 
conditions  are  still  in  existence.  It  is  hoped  a plan  may  be 
worked  out  to  relieve  this  condition  early  in  1956. 

Building 

The  building  as  it  now  stands  needs  many  repairs.  Condi- 
tions have  been  growing  worse  over  a number  of  years  and  to 
make  all  necessary  repairs  immediately  would  be  a very  costly 
proposition. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  have  Mr.  Charles 
O’Connell  and  Mr.  Paul  Couture,  teachers  at  the  Dighton 
Vocational  School,  do  a great  deal  of  repair  work  for  us.  They 
have  replaced  rotted  out  parts  of  windows,  strapped  up  broken 
doors,  repaired  door  catches  and  added  bulletin  boards.  Most 
of  the  repairs  to  windows  and  doors  has  been  caused  by  a lack 
of  painting. 

Mr.  Francis  Fournier  and  Mr.  Louis  Wade,  who  have  been 
working  alternately  as  janitors  are  doing  much  to  improve  the 
conditions  in  the  building.  These  men  have  effected  minor 
repairs  as  well  as  keeping  the  building  neat  and  clean. 

Finances 

The  budget  for  1956  will  show  an  increase  due  mainly  to 
increased  teachers’  salaries.  If  we  are  to  secure  and  hold  teach- 
ers at  all  we  will  have  to  keep  our  salaries  in  line  with  other 
mum  of  $2700  to  a maximum  of  $3600.  Many  towns  are  now 
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communities.  Our  present  salary  schedule  goes  from  a mini- 
offering teachers  a minimum  salary  of  $3200  to  $3400  so  you 
can  see  our  maximum  is  not  too  inviting  especially  in  this  day 
of  teacher  shortages  and  fine  school  buildings  to  work  in. 

Our  budget  could  call  for  an  increased  expenditure  for 
maintenance  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  careful  planning  and 
spending  more  repairs  can  be  completed  with  our  present 
allowance. 

School  Program 

It  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  eliminate  most  of 
the  double  grades  in  the  building  thereby  allowing  the  teach- 
ers to  concentrate  on  the  pupils  at  a single  grade  level.  As  you 
probably  know  not  all  pupils  in  a certain  grade  are  working 
at  that  grade  level.  This  means  the  teacher  must  group  her 
pupils.  If  this  same  process  is  carried  out  with  two  grades  the 
teacher’s  time  with  each  is  reduced  greatly.  We  all  know  that 
there  was  a time  when  all  eight  grades  were  found  in  one 
room  but  we  also  know  that  there  weren’t  fifteen  or  twenty 
pupils  in  each  grade  as  there  are  in  our  combination  grades. 

The  replacing  of  some  of  our  old  textbooks  and  the  intro- 
duction of  newer  educational  materials  will  also  help  to 
improve  our  program. 

Although  this  does  not  seem  in  line  with  improving  your 
program  I am  sure  that  a plan  to  replace  some  of  the  badly 
worn  desks  would  help.  Your  school  committee  has  such  a 
plan  in  mind. 

Conclusion 

I have  enjoyed  splendid  cooperation  from  both  the  School 
Committee  and  the  faculty  over  my  first  four  months  in  Berk- 
ley. I believe  the  people  are  genuinely  interested  in  their  chil- 
dren and  their  schooling.  I am  also  aware  of  the  fact  that  there 
is  a great  problem  of  high  taxes  in  Berkley.  It  is  not  my  intent 
that  this  report  should  be  in  any  way  a criticism  of  anyone  in 
Berkley,  but  rather  a report  to  acquaint  you  with  conditions 
as  I see  them,  many  of  which  you  are  probably  already 
aware  of. 

I shall  be  very  happy  to  discuss  your  individual  problems 
concerning  school  with  you  at  any  time.  Please  feel  free  to 
call  upon  the  faculty  or  myself  for  any  advice  you  may 
need  about  your  school  and  its  program.

The  program  of  study  at  the  Berkley  Grammar  School  has 
been  improved  during  the  past  year  or  two  by  the  addition  of 
classroom  space  on  a temporary  basis.  This  needed  space 
enabled  us  to  separate  double  grades  and  to  departmentalize 
the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  grades,  adding  greatly  to  the  number  of 
hours  of  concentrated  study  for  each  child  and  each  class. 

A crowded  condition  still  exists,  however,  due  to  large 
numbers  of  children  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades. 

In  addition  to  our  basic  program  of  studies,  the  following 
activities  have  been  carried  on  as  a part  of  our  curriculum: 
a school  savings  program;  a student  government;  a safety 
patrol  system;  a library  program;  supervision  of  music  train- 
ing, vocal  and  instrumental;  a milk  program;  a physical  educa- 
tion program  which  now  includes  boys  but  will  eventually 
include  all  children  in  the  upper  grades. 

With  the  continued  interest  and  cooperation  of  all  school 
personnel  and  parents,  our  educational  program  in  Berkley 
will  flourish.

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  in  the  Berkley  Grammar 
School  is  respectfully  submitted. 

In  September,  Bernardine  Tassinari,  dental  health  hygien- 
ist, made  a thorough  examination  of  each  pupil’s  teeth.  A report 
to  the  parents  and  a dental  certificate  to  be  signed  by  their 
own  family  dentist,  when  work  was  completed,  was  sent  home. 
Posters,  booklets  and  films  were  used  by  the  teachers  to  stress 
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the  importance  of  early  dental  care.  Pupils  are  taken  to  Dr. 
Helfand’s  office  every  Thursday.  Dr.  Helfand’s  report  shows 
the  amount  of  work  accomplished  this  year.

Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  Protection  clinic  for  school 
children

Polio  Vaccine  clinic.  Forty-two  pupils  were  vaccinated 
against  polio.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Students 

The  health  level  of  the  students  of  Berkley  is  better  than 
that  of  students  in  most  suburban  communities.  Examination 
shows  a large  percentage  of  pupils  who  merit  a clean  bill  of 
health.  Many  others  who  needed  corrective  work  have  received 
treatment  and  the  conditions  have  been  corrected,  or  are  being 
well  handled  at  the  present  time.  There  was  not  time  to  check 
aptitude  in  class  work,  but  the  degree  of  the  interest  and 
cooperation  shown  during  examinations  augers  well  for  their 
other  activities.  Psychologically  most  of  the  students  show  a 
good  degree  of  adaptation  to  school  life.  A well  integrated 
student  becomes  a well  integrated  adult;  pupils  and  teachers 
deserve  real  credit  for  their  success. 

School  Personnel 

The  school  health  service  received  complete  cooperation 
from  the  entire  staff.  Several  cases  were  referred  by  teachers 
for  special  consideration  at  the  time  of  physical  examinations. 

The  school  nurse  conducts  her  duties  with  understanding 
and  efficiency.  No  student  problem  is  too  minor  to  receive  her 
sympathy  and  assistance.  The  success  of  school  health  in  Berk- 
ley is  assured  with  Mrs.  Dillingham. 
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School  Building 

Untreated  wood  or  cement  floors  are  impossible  to  keep 
really  clean.  Bacteria  lodge  in  cracks  and  grain,  and  with  the 
moisture  which  remains  in  these  surface  irregularities,  multi- 
plies rapidly.  All  cement  floors  should  receive  a sealing  coat 
and  a high  gloss  finish.  Wood  floors  should  be  similarly  treated 
or  covered  with  linoleum  or  moisture  impervious  covering. 
The  wooden  floored  corridors  are  noisy  and  upset  both  students 
and  teachers.  The  suggested  floor  covering  might  eliminate 
some  of  this  disturbance. 

Toilet  facilities  may  be  somewhat  inadequate,  but  washing 
facilities  are  worse.  The  spread  of  disease  is  retarded  by  fre- 
quent washing  of  the  hands.  In  the  control  of  intestinal  worms, 
proper  washing  facilities  are  essential.  Additional  lavatories 
should  be  installed  and  every  effort  made  to  make  students 
“clean  hand”  conscious. 

Proper  lighting  is  expensive  and  important.  The  local 
electric  company  may  be  able  to  offer  a lighting  analysis.  Their 
recommendations  should  be  seriously  considered. 

A private  room  which  is  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the 
teachers  has  many  advantages;  it  may  be  used  for  a health 
unit  for  the  care  of  temporary  illness,  or  may  double  as  quar- 
ters for  the  school  nurse.  Of  course  the  best  arrangement 
would  be  two  separate  rooms,  each  for  its  own  specific  purpose. 

The  School  Health  Service  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude 
to  teachers,  custodians,  and  to  parents  and  private  physicians 
for  their  splendid  cooperation.
